“Before the American manufac- 
turers can make any real progress 
abroad,” he says, “they will neces- 
sarily have to spend considerable 
sums to educate the European into 
the use and benefits of the present- 
day American automobile accessory. 
The Paris show surprised me by 
the unusual size of its parts and 
accessory display, -but in spite of 
the number of makers I was also 
sufprised by the lack of demand for 
these articles. Many of them, how- 
ever, are much inferior to similar 
articles of American manufacture. 

“Our company has met with 
unusual success in the Central 
and South American export fields, 
and for the present I shall recom- 
mend that we concentrate on 
those markets. It was not my 
purpose on this trip abroad to 
establish any sales connections in 
Europe. However, I did look over 
the situation while there. 

“I found tariff barriers in many 
countries that would make trading 
in finished equipment next to im- 
possible. Unfinished bumpers may 
be shipped and finished abroad at 
@ small margin of profit. 
“Automobile manufacturers seem 
to be meeting with better results, 
but even they are faced with keen 
competition. ‘There is undoubtedly 
a@ good outlet for American auto- 
motive products abroad, but the 
require considerable 
costly development.”

Raskob, chairman of the finance committee of General Mo-

“Ford re-enters the market in the same relative | 
price position as formerly, which leaves the industry | 
as a whole well balanced from a price range stand- 
point. This, together with the increased volume in 
prospect, clearly indicates that there is present no 
competitive situation likely to result in price wars 
about which there is so much loose talk.” ©

Dodge Plans Huge ; 
Electric Display on 
Great White Way 


ETROIT, Dec. 8.—To the scores 
of brilliant electric displays in 
New York’s theatrical and night 
life district, Dodge Brothers svon 
will add what is said to be the 
largest and latest type of illumi- 
nated sign. Switches controlling 
the huge spectacle will be thrown 
for the first time on New Year’s 

Eve. 

Blazing colored letters as tall as 
a house will proclaim the company’s 
name. Underneath the words Dodge 
Brothers will be a so-called moto- 
graph or running-reading sign, on 
which messages of nearly 100 words 
will race across a separate panel in 
letters more than 7 feet high. This 
motograph will appear to be a scroll 
unwinding on one end and winding 
up on the other. The electrical con- 
trols for the motograph are operat- 
ed by a paper tape, somewhat after 
the order of a piano-player roll, so 
that the messages may be changed 
from week to week. 

The sign, measuring 45 by 100 
feet, will be mounted on a steel 
frameword atop the Strand Theater 
building, 47th Street and Broadway, 
in the center of the world-famous 
New York electric spectacles. In 
their efforts to capture the lass 
little possible candlepower of: il- 
j}lumination from the 8.000 electric 
bulbs, the engineers who designed 
the sign, have built the ‘letters and 
borders from mirror reflectors of 
nickel-plated sheet copper, with an 
extra coating of chromium. They 
say that this single sign, if operated 
alone, would reflect a glare against 
the sky that could be seen fifty 
miles or more out at sea.
